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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment after final rejection, filed on 8/7/07, is acknowledged. The amendment presents an 
amendment to the claims that requires further consideration. For example, claim 38, part (a) limits the atomic coordinates of the "GR 
polypeptide structure" to being "the atomic coordinates set forth in Table 2." Further consideration is required to determine whether claims 
39-42 are further limiting. Also, for example, because claim 38, part (a) limits the atomic coordinates of the "GR polypeptide structure" to 
those of Table 2, it is unclear as to whether the limitation "further comprises a co-activator" in claim 39 is intended as indicating that the 
co-activator is in addition to the GR polypeptide structure having the coordinates of Table 2, or whether the activator is already 
encompassed by the structural coordinates of Table 2. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration in the reply filed 
on 8/7/07 has been fully considered. While the amendment to the claims would appear to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, and the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, however, the amendment does not place the application in 
condition for allowance. The amendment to the claims filed on 8/7/07 has not been entered because the claims as amended require at 
least further consideration and a new search as noted above.
